Was Executed in Holborn near Brook-ſtreet End, on Friday the 1th 

' Day of April, 1692. for the wilful and bloody Murther of An- 
drew Clench Dr. of Phyfick in Brownlow-ſtreet , in the Pariſh of 
St. Andrew's Holborn in the Co of Middleſex, 8c. 


Is FR 1692. 

HE Priſoner Mr. Harriſes, aboat 10 a Clock in the Morning was canveyed to the of Exe- 
cution in a Carr, and being come thicher, and tied to the Gibbet, he began to himſelf for 
his moſt wicked and ili-ſpent life, mightily lamenting with Tears that he ſhould come to fuch an 
untimelyend ;, and expreſt himſelf ro this effeR, (viz.) That he forgave all Men that had done | 
him wrong, eſpecially choſe who had been che occaſion of his Death; naming Ree ofren : 0b,faid 

he, that Roc bath been « great occaſion of my Reine. The Miniſter told him that he was very glad ro fee hinr 

dye in ſuch a candid forgiving Temper ; and furthermore defired him, that he would make a publick De- 
claration to the World of the Crime for which he was to dye, and that he would not dye with any Guile 
upon him, for if he did, it would not only be a ſtain upon himſelf, but a great diſcredit to the Juſtice of che 

Nation, and therefore if he did know any thing of ir,direttly or indiredUy,as to himſelt or any other perſon, 

it would be very much for his good if be would ingenioufly confeſs the fare. To which he made Anſwer, 

That he knew nothing of the Murther whatſoever, neither of any one elſe that did it. 'T'o confirm which, 

he ſpake very urgently, and faid, By be Living God I know nothing of it, nor of no body elſe,8cc. adding further, 

That be bad but one Enemy in the VWorld, and that was one Roc, before incerted, who he could not in Charity forgive , 

or 10 that cffe;t : 2nd further, Thes he died innocently, and that be was not guilty, neither in thought zvord, nor deed; 

"Then the Miniſter prayed with him, That God would awaken him out of the fleep of a feigned Self-fecuri- 

ty, and make him timely ſenſible what a notorious ſinner he had been againſt rhe Almighty,&c. ro which 

he gave great attention wins very great fervency ſaying Amen, Amen, to almoſt oy tence, weeping 
very much, wringing his hands, crying out to God for Mercy and Pardon for all his former fins: © Lord, 
ſaid he, thou knoweſt that I am innocent of this Fatt, &c. O, faid the Miniſter, Sir, don't deceive your ſelf, but con= 
feſs the truth, as ever you hope to be ſaved by the Merits of our Lord Fefus Chrift. To which he reply'd again, Sir, 

I am nt Guilty, neither ds I know of any one elſe that was concern'd, &c. 

Then, ſays the Miniſter, what more ſhall I do for you. No more, Sir, ſaid he, but pray for me, and recommend my 
Sou! to my bleſſed Saviour. Which the Minifter did in a ſhort and very pathetick Prayer ; to which the Pri- 
ner faid Amen, repeating the Lord's Prayer and the Creed with an audible voice, and with a great deal of 
fervency after the Miniſter, and declaved rhat he fledfaſtly believed in him for Salvation ; crying out,0b char 


Thad lived up to this Faith. O Lord, ſaid he, if I were to live again, I would certainly ds it, 8c, Then he prayed 
iQ ſhort to this Effet ; 


Lord God Aimighty, hide not thy face notv at this hour of death, why doſt thou ſlay, O my Soul , come wnd ſave 
and preſerve thy wnuvorthy Fepvant,O ſave my Soul now at this bour of death,and belp me for thy mercy ſake : Theu 
O Lord was falfly accuſed as I am, and dyed innocent as I do: Help, O Lord, for thy Mercy ſake belp me, end let me 
find ſhelter -m Feſus Chrift my Saviour, for in his Name only do [ cal upon thee for Mercy and Pardon of all my fins that 
T bave committed againit thee. Into #by hands therefore I commend my Soul and my Body, hoping thou wilt beve Mercy 
en me en 1 approach before thy Judgment Seat : Therefore come,ome quickly,O Lord Feſus Chriſt and ſave me,Amen ; 


Then the Miniſter prayed with him agaio in the Prayers of rhe Church, and in his own Prayer, recom- 
mending his Soul to Almighty God ; unto which Prayer he heartily and very fervently gave his affent, re- 
pearing the words after the Minifter with a great deal of decency and good Chriſtian behaviour. The 
Miniſter begging of God Almighty that the Priſoner mighr, before he went off , accuſe himſelf if he were 
| Guilty, that he might not be accuſed in the World to come, and that God would give him Repentance 
unto life, yea ſuch a Repentance that was not to be repented of, ſuch a Repenrance that might wean him 
trom all love to fin, and inflame his love to God above, and that his precious Soul might be waſhed in the 


Biood of Jeſus Chriſt, and that his infinite Merics might fatishe for all his fins, and that he might be made 
mect and fit to meet his Saviour, and that God would be pleaſed to receive him into Everlaſting Glory and 
Happineſs, &c. 


Then his Cap was pulled over his Face, and he continued praying to the laft breath, uſing theſe or the 
like Expreftions, Farewel my dear Friends, farewel ; Into thy merciful hands, O Lord, IT commend my Spirit , and if 
i: be thy bleſſed and gforious will, receive me into thy beaveniy Kingdom for Feſus Chriſt's ſake, Amen.
